CAUTION MUST TEMPER POWER 
The fruits of political victory arc sweet— but. 
after t!,c rejoicing is over, they bring to the winner a 
crave responsibility. That is the responsibility of mam- 
tainine intact, for future generations, the .dcjls. prin- 
ciplcs and fundamentals of government that have made 
our country great. 

That thought is particularly applicable to the m.-n 
who hold high oOicc now. after an election in which 
the party-in-powcr has emerged with the greatest con- 
gressional majority any party has had in our history. 
It is possible for the best intentioncd and most patri- 
otic men to go astray, especially when their power is 
ahnost absolute. The .smaller and less aggressive their 
opposition, the greater the care they must take in con- 
sidering their acts. 

No form of government could be more malleable 
than is ours under the Constitution. It is not a hide- 
bound document, as some would have us believe, that 
precludes the possibility of needed reform and change. 
It docs not tyrannically maintain a status quo. Dealing 
as it docs with permanent, not transient matters, it con- 
tains within its framework machinery for meeting 
soundly and swiftly every problem and issue that the 
nation may from time to time encounter. 

No public duty U so great as that of maintaining 
American democracy. Nothing is so vital to our tu- 
ture welfare as the preservation of the basic prmciplcs 
upon which the country was founded.

FIX CARS— NOT TICKETS 
"With much fixing of automobiles and no fixing oi 
tickets, there should be a material reduction in Chi- 
cago's motor vehicle death rate," said Mayor Kelly in 
opening *a new "safety Jane" in which automobilcj arc 
given tests to determine mechanical safety. 

Chicago's experience with the lane bears that out. 
During the first week of its operation, 73 per cent of 
all cars passing through it failed to earn the safety 
"O. K." The bulk of them had defective brakes, 
many had wheels out of alignment, while lack of 
proper lights, mirrors, windshield swipes and horns 
caused the failure of the rest. 

It was then complained that the tests were too strin- 
gent, and that only cars in first-class condition were 
able to pass. The tests were then modified to give 
automobiles in only fair shape a chance. Even when 
this was done, 40 per cent of the cars going through 
the tests failed to meet specifications. It is probable 

that the percentage of Chicago cars which arc unsafe 

mechanically is higher than this, inasmuch as the own- 
cr of a machine whose condition is obviously bad would 

not subject his car to the tests. ^ 

Portland, Oregon, has recently carried on smular 

examinations, under direction of the state police. The 

experience has been about like that of Chicago, around 
, half of the cars examined proving to be unsafe in one 
' or more fundamentals. 

The unsafe automobile Is almost as great a hazard lo 

the public as the reckless driver. Every city interested 

In reducing the horrible toll of street and highway fa- 
talities should cairy on automobile inspections — and 

then see to it that defects arc corrected. In these days 

of high speeds and super-highways, there is no room for 

the car with brakes that won't hold, lights that won t 

lluminate, and horns that won't sound.

On December 3, Illinois will bo 
one hundred and sixteen years old 
^a lowering figure among tho 
fllates which make up Uio Union 
preserved by her own Lincoln. It 
Is an anniversary which will tempt 
tho reader, I hope, lo Join me In a 
Quick and vivid survey of the events 
which combined to make tho wild- 
ornesB of 1784 Uio commonwealUi 
of 103*. In her history, wo find a 
hint of Uio difficulties which other 
territories met— and are still meet- 
Ing— In their arduous climb toward 
tUtehood. We discover that the 
march toward political maturity la 
through a mazo of confllcUng 
forces and divergent Ideals. 

More than Uie majority of slates, 
nilnols has known tho wracking un- 
certainties nnd clouded fate which 
Is the misfortune of a community 
torn between parUea of different 
nationalities and Interests. Named 
and explored by the French of the 
: i7lh century, illuminated by such 
voyaaeurs and prleslfl as Jollet, I-a 
Salle and Marquette, settled as 
part of the Province of Louisiana, 
ceded to Great Britain by the Treaty 
of Paris. In 1763, settied by colon- 
ists from Virginia, bono of conlen- 
tlon In the American Revolution, 
rrlie of George Rogers Clark, and 
twenty-first state In the slruggUng 
young republlc-IUlnolfl In her 
youngest days had more than her 
Bhare of hardship to overcome. 
Americans Establish Order 
• Americans brought established 
order to BUnoIa In tho early nine- 
teenth century. In this state. v,e 
look back upon the romantic nim- 
bus which colors two military cam- 
paigns In tho early history o Illi- 
nois, first, the heroic exploits ol 
Colonel George Rogortt Clark and 
his Kentucky backswoodsmen. ana 
cecond. the Black Hawk War In 
which Abraham Lincoln served as 
B captain. , .. ^ 

Tho figure of Clark Is one of tiie 
Blatollest nnd most pathetic in the 
history of our stale. A man of brll-| 
llance, courage and resourcefulness, 
posseislng a striking resemblance 
to George Washington In appear- 
, once, but lacking tho balance which 
transformed -Washington's genius 
to the granite of integrity. At twxn- 
ty-two. Clark had served In Du- 
more's war. As a major of mllltia 
' on the frontier, ho decided to cap- 
ture the British bases for the Ind- 
Ian raids. To tho end of the Revo- 
lution, with inadequate men and 
resources, ho kept a grip on the 
Ohio that helped secure our terrl- 
tory to the United States In 1783. 
.|1IB later years were pitifully besot 
by poverty and drink. 

In December, 1777, Clark obtain- 
ed the consent of Governor Thomas 
Jefferson of Virginia to his scheme 
of conquesU In the deod of winter, 
with a Utile band of 175 rifles, he 
struck out from LouIsvIUe. to the 
BrlUsh fort of Kaskasla. He cap- 
tured tho fort Fort Vlncennes 
Bomo distance away surrendered to 
dork's emissaries. The British 
governor Hamilton, from Detroit, 
launched a counterattack against 
Vlncennes, and- the Inhabitants. In 
their terror of the "Hair Buyer'., 
aurrendered without resistance. 
Hamilton now waited for settled 
weather, to recopturo Kaskasla and 
Cahokla In the same way. 

Clark AtUcks Vlncennes 
He reckoned without tho daunt- 
less Aourago.of Clark. Collecting 
what ffOB left of his Virginia forces. 
Clark set out for Vlncennes across 
' tho Tffollen rivers and flooded bot- 
tom lands of an Illinois Febmary. 
ThpBO who have read Churchill's 
«Tho Crossing" will never forget 
the harrowing ordeals of that "blue- 
j\08o" weather, or the figure of the 
mtlle drummer boy, riding through 
the flood oa tho ehouldera of a stal- 
•wart frontiersman. Surprising tho 
fort, Clark beaelged Hamilton and 
toolc him and hU forces prisoner. 
.This was the «enltli of Clark'a 
.'teareer, and it la well to draw tho 
"cmrtalu here.

In 1800 Illinois waa Included In 
tho Territory of Indiana, and In 1809 
nho' achieved separate Identity as 
the Territory of Illinois. Nino years 
later. In spite of the opposition of 
certain conservative factors along 
the Atlantic seaboard which view- 
ed with disfavor tho swing of the 
political balance of power towards 
the west she achieved statehood 
following a healed debate In Con-| 
gress. 

Thus it was that Illi- 
nois became tho twen- 
ty-second star In the 
American flag on De- 
cember 5th. 1818. As 
state alter state follow- 
ed her Into the Union, 
they studied her strug- 
gle up the ladder to 
political maturity, they 
compared their own 
status to hers prior to 
1818, they found 



Is this fact, plus a natural dlsln- 
clinatlon for personal publicity or 
Bolf praise, which has contributed 
so largely to tho miaundorBtand- 
Ings concerning tho Territory 
which still prevail. 

Hawaii's economic situation is 
also unique in that sho Is a one- 
Industry locality, and that ono In 
duatry, for bettor or worse, must 
maintain her economic life. Hawaii 
Is aiigar. and sugar-dollars provide 
seventy per cent of the money 
spent in the maintenance of hor 
380,000 people. In no other part of 
tho United States Is thero a sltua- 



Tho Bliunllon la porUculariy acuta 
at Ihla lime because tho quotas set 
up under tho Jones-Costigan Act 
are crippling in their effect on tho 
Hawaiian sugar Industry, and there* 
fore are a gravo economic menaco 
to Uie whole Territory. Under tlieso 
quotas Hawaii will have left on hor 
hands, this year and next year 
alono, 400,000,000 pounds of sugar 
which sho will bo unablo to ship lo 
the Mainland. Sho believes that 
Cuba and the PhlUpplnos have been 
favored at Hawaii's expense, and 
she regrets that her place oa an In- 
tegral part of the United Statea 
and her proven right to statehood 
Bhould not find more universal reo- 
ognltion. 

Illinois* Amaiina Proaress 
Problems In territorial history 
such as these lend increased Inter- 
est to the story of Illinois' growUi 
during these one hundred and alx' 
teen yearB of statehood and of hei 
contributions to national nchlovo« 
menl and unity slnco 1818. 
Each territory In turn met 
nnd conquered tho obsta- 
cles which now confront 
Hawaii; onco admitted to 
the fellowship of states, 
each advanced at an accel 
crated rale along the palhi 
of progress. 

Even as Virginia gave 
Washington lo create the 
Union, BO Illinois gavo Lin- 
coln lo preserve It In tho 
Civil War, Hllnols respond- 
ed to Lincoln's call for vol- 
unteers, by over-filling het

Hawaii Wants Statehood 
•^'bne after another they came 
flocking Into the Union, with Arl- 
2ona. the last thus far, contribut- 
ing her star In 1912. Today there Is 
only ono candidate for statehood, 
one political entity which Is a logi- 
cal aspirant for a position of equal- 
ity among sister commonwealths. 

Out In the Pacific— wlUiln air- 
plane flight of the Callfomla coast- 
line, the Territory of Hawaii wanU 
the honor of adding the forty-ninth 
star to our national flag. The his- 
tory of Hawaii is so unusual, her 
development so Interesting, and her 
economic status so significant that 
her claim to sUtehood status Is 
well worth a quick survey. 

Superficially, Hawaii seems en- 
tirely different from Mainland 
states. But underneath this super- 
ficial difference Is a basic similar^ 
Ity which is all tho more impress- 
ive because It has evolved in a 
period of only ono hundred and 
fourteen years. ,^ ^^ „ 

In 1820 the brig "Thaddeua 
carried a group of New England 
missionaries to Hawaii, landing 
them there after a stormy one hun- 
dred fifty seven. day voyage around 
the Horn. They brought with them 
New England Ideals of religion and 
a staunch Americanism which 
flourished and expanded In the new 
soil. For eighty years these mis- 
sionaries and their doacendanU 
were loyal BUbJecta of the Hawaii- 
an monarchy. Only when that men- 
archy became hopelessly out of 
atop with the democratic life of the 
people did they aid In its over- 
throw, establishing a Republic, 
which after a few years Independ 
once, waa annexed to tho United 
States with its own consent In 
1900. 

New England Traditions 
These early Now England Bot- 
tiers, ylewed in retrospect were 
men and women of extraordinary 
character— self aufflclenf self re- 
llant. and at times bo reserved that 



tlon anywhere like this. The great- 
est Mainland Industries are rela- 
tively small In proportion to the 
whole. ' But after years of most 
caxeful experimentation and trial, 
Hawaii has discovered that she is 
Ideally situated lo produce sugar 
efficiently, and In consequence tho 
raising and milling of sugar cane 
dwarfs all her other activities. 

Anything that affects the produc- 
tion and sale of this crop Is of 
pocket-book Importance to every 
citizen of thft Territory. The hax- 
ard of Insect pests Is constantly 
threatening the growing cane like 
an Invisible sword of Damocles. In- 
dividual planters were helpless in 
meeting this menace, so they 
grouped themselves Into a volun- 
tary league, the Hawaiian Sugar 
Planters' Association, and by co- 
operative action have conquered, 
every threat to the growing cane 
that has Invaded the Islands. 
Hawaii Well Qualified 
Hawaii, applicant for statehood, 
pays more taxes to the Federal 
Goverament than any one of six 
teen slates; Its population Is larger 
than that of Delaware, Nevada, 
Vermont or Wyoming. It Is eager 
to prove that politically, economi- 
cally, and socially. It meets every 
requirement of statehood. Its labor 
is better paid and better cared for 
than agricultural labor on the Main- 
land, tho percentage of unemploy- 
ment is far loss than elsewhere In 
tho United States, and there Is for 
tlio worker an unusually high de-

Lydla J. Roberts, says: "A continual 
sliortnge of sleep, whether cut from 
the evening or morning end of the 
day's quota, may adversely affect' the 
nutrition of the child In at least two 
ways. During sleep tho body processes 
•low down and tho need for energy Is 
the least the body can ever require; 
awake and active, the needs are 
greatly Increased. Thus every hour 
of awake activity stolen from tho 
sleep quota. Increases the fuel need- 
ed by the body. Unless more food la 
eaten to compensate, the body tissues 
aro burned and loss of weight fol- 
lows. But In addition loss of steep 
results In a hyper-trrltiible nervous 
system, nnd nervous tension still fur- 
ther Increases the food needs, while 
at the same time It usually dimin- 
ishes tho desire for food Thus a hick 
of deep tends to produce a nervous, 
Ir'r'*Jiblp, undernourished child." 

At. Blx to seven years of n;:o the 
child needs about 12 hours' sleep every 
night; tho eight to lon-year-old nced« 
eleven hours; the child of eleven or 
twelve should hnve ten or eleven 
bcurs; the adolescent of thirteen fo 
Afteen years still needs from ten t«' 
twelve hours ; and the sixteen to 
•Ightsen year olds should have nine 
or ton hours. 

!t la this Inst age group that Is 
most apt 10 slight tho hours of sleep

As tho rural family grows, and 
more conveniences aro needed to 
keep In step with higher farm stand- 
ards, or as flnanccs ollow them to 
live bettor, Uiey cannot always move 
to another homo as city residents do. 
They must remain on their farm. If 
tho old farm bouse Is Inadequate, the 
only alternative la to remodel. 

If space Is the problem.a new wing 
nmy solve It A two-story wing can 
nccoramo<lnto a sun-room, breakfast 
nook, pantry or wash room down- 
stairs. Or a porch may be enclosed, 
Insulated and finished to provide tho 
needed downstairs room, and a sleep- 
ing porch glassed In and Insulated for 
use as a bedroom tho year around at 
little more coat than would bo neces- 
sary to repair a leaking roof or sag- 
ging floor In either one. Slight 
changes In the Interior wall arrange- 
ment will put unused space whore It 
Is needed, and often make tho house 
more convenient. 

The country housewife wonts the 
conveniences enjoyed by tho city 
folk. Her task la much harder, and 
she deserves tho comforts of elec- 
tricity, running water, modern plumb- 
ing flxtures and central heating. 
Many power companies aro now run- 
ning electric transmission lines 
through rural districts, Whero city 
electricity Is not available, indlvdual 
plants have proved satstactory. Elec- 
tric lights eliminate tho arduous dally 
task of cleaning and filling kerosene 
lamps, which are dangerous as well 
as oye-stralnlng. Electric washing 
machine. Iron and vacuum cleaner 
ease tho farm woman's burden, and 
allow her to devote more time to her 
children and to the social activity 
of her community. 

Modern plumbing and central heat- 
ing are a boon to tho health of the 
farm family as well as an aid to the 
housowlfo. Hot and cold water pipes 
should be run to all fixtures, and an 
efficient water heating plant Included 
In plumbing Installation. 

A heating plant to replace the old* 
fashioned arrangement of a stove In 
each room, which many farm homes 
depend upon all winter, will require 
nnich less care and guarantee better 
health for tho family. While It la hy- 
ing installed, the basement can be 
waterproofed and made Into a laun- 
dry, work room, food storage pantry, 
nursery or game room. 

While remodeling Is being planned, 
the house should bo checked for ne- 
cessary repairs. Including the elim- 
ination of fire haiards. 

If expert attention Is glve*i tho 
planning of tho alterations, it will be 
found that the desired results usual- 
ly require very slight changes. Good 
plans are expensive, but they save 
money for the property owner not 
only while the iob Is being done, but 
also later when poor planning might 
have requlrea the correction of mis- 
takes. Tho eri^Ire remodeling. Job. 
provided it does not exceed $2,000 
can be financed by a Federal Hous-; 
Ing Administration property Improve- 
ment loan, ohtalnable at any ap», 
proved Inanclal Institution whloh ro-3 
quires no security and Is repaid Inl 
seasonable InstaUments.

Making The Home More Livable 



— With Lamps /or the Awa-j-frtm-the-ivaW Davenport

FIRESIDE happiness depends very 
much on the kind of Umpi pro- 
Yidcd for those houn of reading, icw- 
kig or just plain case. 

In many a spacious living room, and 
•mall ones also, the davenport Is pbced 
alongside the hearth, as in the accora- 
pMiyinf sketch. Where there is no 
fireplace the lamp appropriate for 
the avray-&om-the-vrall location ts the 

lamc 

Juit one lamp stands by the daven- 
port in the living room illustrated. 
But you can bank on that onel It 
knows all the tricks of good lightm^, 
laving been built according to spect- 
fications o£ the Illuminating Engineer- 
ing Society, a national group of light- 
ing scientists. - 

You'll note first that the lamp » 
placed at the back o£ the davenport. 
This balanced arrangement is possible 
because of the height of the lamp and 
the width of the shade which allow 
sufficient spread of light for the en- 
tire length of the davenport . . • John- 
nie wont be out of range of good light 
regardless of where he sits on this 
davenport. 

The reasons for the excellent light- 
ing, aro apparent when the shade ts 
lilted, as illustrated in the smaller 
sketch. 

The glass bowl between the candles 
throws light up as well as down, thus 



eliminating gbre and providing ligh 
as restful to the eyes ai an eldet 
down mattress would be to the body. 
Within the bowl is another bit of 
magic, an electric lamp, newly de- 
veloped, which (because of two fila- 
ments) gives three different intensities 
of light St the turn of a switch. For 
sewing and the reading of fine print 
(or long periods, the lights of the 
auxiliary candles, holding bulbs of 
from 40 to 60-watts, are added to that 
of the central bulb. 

"How about uiing a suigle lamp at 
tlw end of the davenport, rather than 
at the back?," I hear someone ask. 
Well, that depends on your davenport 
If it is too long the lamp standard 
would have to be excessively and 
awkwardly high to shed its light the 
entire length. 

End table lamps can of course be 
used, but are not always practical for 
the away-from-the-wall location in a 
smaller room where space must be 
conserved. 

If the davenport is of the Love Seat 
type, a lamp simitar to the smaller one 
sketched, and using a 100-watt lamp, 
may be placed on a table behind it. 
Tins is also an approved I. E. S. 
Study and Reading Lam[), a multitude 
of lovely designs for which loave been 
made by many manufacturers. 

It is higher than table lamps you've 
been using, no doubt But that's a new 
style note I— In tiic interest of eyesight 
preservation.

The Idea of a 
commercial loan Is that U represents a 
lelf-llquldatlng process in business, ii 
the banker makes only those advances 
that are Inherently sound, and selects 
his maturities wisely, he will ha^e In- 
coming funds to meet demands.
